But. these same pectin 
are curiously silent when word reaches us that the 
ee’ communist government .in Riissia~ is neglécting’ no. 
angle of military preparation and has now made mil- 
itary training compulsory in the schools. 

Now the Unitéd' States has ‘no! military ‘spirit, 
has never had cnough"of it for its own good. For 
that reason we have entered all the ‘Wats'in which we 
have taken part, and which we could not well have 
avoided, almost totally unprepared. This was the 
case in the World War and in the Spanish Ameri- 
. can war, where it was not so ¢ostly as in the first 
mentioned case. ; 

But Russia has the mihtary spirit. “It's communist 
dictators are daily preaching war. They are telling 
their dupes that the capitalist nations of the world:are 
in league to destroy Red Rusia and that Russia must 
therefore be prepared ai all times. So Russia goes 
ahead prepating not only the men but“the wothen and 
the chitdren.» Now it is only fair to assume that with 
Russia taking Preparations of ‘this sort, ‘her neigh- 
bors will follow suit. In time all nations will be 
prepared: excepting Uncle Sam, especially if we fol- 
low the tcachings of our own pacifists. ‘Then in case 
of trouble which we cannot avoid our young men will 
go into battle unprepared and half trained to face ‘ap 
army prepared from the. very cradle. This‘army might 
not necessarily ‘be a! Ruissiaw army but it would be one 
tramed along the same lines. It is easy te see wha!
